Public Meeting. 

At a meeting of n part of the citizens of 
McCfacken comity, held at the Court-house 
in the city of Piuliicuh. Dec. 2Uth, 1880, Judge 
G. A. Flotirnoy was called to the chair, and 
K. B. .1. Tu vtiiuii and A. T. Williams, ap- 
pointed Secretaries. 

On motion, J. (J. A. Kins. Alfre<l Boyd, 
.las. C'ani]iliell, Dr. Singleton, K. B. Jneob, 
WUa.OO Thompson, Daniel Kourshee. AV. It. 
Brame, and D. C, Peters, were appointed a 
cotninittee on resolutions to report to an ad- 
journed meeting. 

On motion, the meeting adjourned until 10 
o'clock, A. M., Monday, Dec. 31st. 

The meeting met pursuant to adjournment 
and the Cotninittee reported through the 
Chairman the following resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted : 

1. Hi. \U rrd. That in the crisis forced upon 
the -! tvoliokling States, by the Black Repub- 
lican party, the interests of the slaveholding 
States is a unit, and they should meet at an 
early day in General Convention to consult 
their safety and secure unanimity of action. 

'1. ltrsuh-ril. That we are in favor of pre- 
serving the I'nion ami the integrity of our 
present gn at and glorious Government, and 
that we will contribute our best exertions to 
] these objects ; but we will not sacrifice rtur 
beat rights to the domination of the Black 
Republican party, or to the fanaticism of Abo- 
litimiists — that if wc remain in the Union, 
our constitutional rights must lie respected 
and maintained^ BOt onry by the General Gov- 
ernment, but also by the several States. 

3. Resolved, That we will firmly stand by 
our sister slaveholding States in demanding 
all our just rights tinder the Constitution and 
laws of our country in the Union — that we 
are unwilling to l>c drawn into a Southern 
Confederacy by the hasty or precipitate action 
of any Southern State — but when all just ef- 
fort- are exhausted to maintain our rights and 
honor und perfect equality in the present 
Union, and all fail, we will then seek a South- 
ern Confederation. 

4. Resolved, That ourtfccncral Government, 
when constitutionally administered and faith- 
fuDy adhered to by the States and the people, 
affords ample security for the just and equal 
lights of all her citizens. 

5. Hrs: drill, That we are determined to 
maintain the integrity of the Union whilst it 
may be done on terms of equality to all. 

6. Resolved, That Kentucky as a border 
Static, and one which has at all times been 
conservative and true to the Constitutional 
rights of all, should let her voice be heard ; 
and she should make a last appeal to her sis- 
ters of the North, to abandon, at once, their 
aggressive policy, and at the same time to 
call upon their sisters of the South not to 
destroy, by busty action, the last hope of pre- 
serving this great Confederacy of States. 

7. Hrstilrrtl, That Kentucky should take an 
luivocal position and declare that when 

flbrts to preserve the equality of the 
in the Union fail, and dissolution is 
upon us, her commercial interests and 
relations, as well as identity of institu- 
, all point to the Southern States as her 
natural allies, and that with them she will 
stand or fall. 

8. Resolved, That the passage of. Personal 
Liberty Bills by several of the 'Northern 
States, designed to impair the force and ob- 
struct the operation of the fugitive slave law, 
arc insulting to the slave States, are wanting 
injustice and comity, dangerous to the integ- 
rity of the Union, clearly in violation of the 
national Constitution, and should be repealed 
by the Northern States forthwith. 

*9. Rrsotrcl. That we deplore the election of 
Lincoln and Hamlin to the highest offices in 
the Union by a strictly sectional vote; we 
condemn and repudiate their doctrines, prin- 
ciples ..md platform, and we pledge ourselves 
to resist tile carrying out of the same bv all 
just and honorable means. We ask nothing 
but what the Constitution and laws recognize 
as our rights, and we will submit to nothing 
less. 

10. RrxiJral, We demand that the North- 
ern States carry out in </««/ faith the laws of 
Congress on the subject of fugitives from jus- 
tice and fugitfVcs from labor. Anything 
-hoi t of that will not satisfy the South. 

11. Resolved, That we demand that the 
President of the United States shall use all 
the legal, constitutional, and honorable means 
with which he is clothed, to enforce and car- 
ry out effectually and in good faith the fugi- 
tive slave law and the law for the rendition 
of fugitives fromlnibor. and if he fails or re- 
fuses to do so, he is guilty of a culpable neg- 
lect of duty, untrue to the high trust reposed 
in him, virtually violates his oath, and the 
South is not blaineable when she refuses to 
support the Federal authorities. 

12. Rixnltid, That slavery should not be 
abolished by Congress- in the District of Col- 
umbia without the consent of Virginia and 
Maryland and the other slave States, nor 
without first providing ample compensation 
to the owners; that Congress should abstain 
from all legislation on the subject of slavery 
except for its protection, enumeration, and 
representation. 

13. Renolred, That the Northern States and 
Congress should not interfere with the inter- 
slave trade, nor prevent the transit of slaves 
through the Northern States for lawful pur- 
poses accompanied with their owners. 

14. Revolved, That the right of revolution 
against tyranny and oppression, is ns inherent 
in the masses as is the right of self-defense 
in individual man ; that the right to meet 
revolution already begun, with resistance by 
force of arms, cannot be questioned, nor stig- 
matized in turn as treason. 

15. Resolved, That we approve the action 
of our Governor in calling the General As- 
sembly together, that it may make known the 
position of Kentucky, and to exert her pow- 
er and influence for pence, and prepare for 
her defense in case there can be no peace. 

John y. A. King then offered the following 
resolution : 

Rrnnhed, That the South lias an equal right 
to tho public domain ; that all property in 
the territories, including slaves, whether car- 
ried there by the North or by the South, is 
entitled to equal protection. 
Unanimously carried. 
It was further 

Remihed, That we request the papers of 
this city, and all other papers which may be 
so inclined, to publish these resolutions. 
The meeting then adjourned.

New Post-office Envelopes. — We were 
shown on Saturday by our Postmaster, B. F. 
John-son-, Esq., some of the new stampted 
envelopes, of which he has received a supply 
from the Department. They are of two kinds, 
one being stamped three cents for letters, and 
the other ono cent for circulars. The letter 
envelopes are ruled on the inside of the seal- 
ing side with black lines, which show through 
the envelope, so as to guide the direction, but 
when the letter is put in the envelope it con- 
ceals the lines. The price of prepaid enve- 
lopes is no more than the price of other 
envelopes and the stamps purchasad separate- 
ly, and are much more safe anil convenient, as 
the stamps cannot come oil' of thein, as they 
often do when only stuck on a blank envelope, 
and thereby letters are often delayed, if they 
ever do reach their destination. 



Tennessee. — It will be seen by our dis- 
patches that a Convention is to be called in 
Tennessee to decide whether that State shall 
stay in or go out of the Union.

Letter of Vice President Breckinridge to the 
Governor of Kentucky. 

Washington', Jan. 0, 1861 
My Dear Sir: I think all thoughtful men 
will approve your conduct in convening the 
LajriiiataMi 

Within a few weeks I have received many 
letters, chiefly from Kentucky, asking my 
opinion as to the prospect of a fair adjosfr 
ment of our political troubles, which I have 
not answered for reasons satisfactory to my 
own mind, among which has been a lingering 
hope that some acceptable plan of settlement 
might be proposed by Congress, securing tht 
rights and honor of all. I do not reel at lib- 
erty longer to remain silent, and, without in- 
tending to burden you with nn extended let- 
ter, 1 w ill offer a few thoughts upon the con- 
dition of public attain. 

I am convinced that no thorough and satis- 
factory plan will be proposed to the Slates 
Mr Ci 111(11 >M i All efforts for this purpose have 

disclosed differences t -adical to admit of 

agreement. 

At an early day in the sos=;on, en the mo- 
tion of a Senator from Kentucky, (Mr. Pow- 
ell,) a committee of thirteen Senators wms ap- 
pointed to consider the state of the country 
and report a remedy. It was Composed of 
representative men from ditferent parts of the 
Union. After long conferences, fur many 
days, the Chairman reported Co the Senate 
that they had been wholly unable to agree, 
and a reference to the journal of the Com- 
mittee will reveal the radical differences be- 
tween the Republicans and others. 

Propositions, conceived in a spirit of patri- 
otic concession, wore offered by Senator Crit- 
tenden. I refer to them, because they con- 
cede much to the spirit of conciliation. They 
embrace the following as amendments to the 
Constitution : 

•• That Congress shall have no power to abol- 
ish slavery in the forts, dock yurds, and other 
places under its jurisdiction in the Southern 
.State*. 

" Nor to prevent the transportation of slaves 
from one slavcholding State to another, nor to 
any Territory where slavery miry exist, wheth- 
er the transportation be coastwise or inland. 

" Nor to abolish slavery in the District of 
Columbia, while it exists in Maryland or Vir- 
ginia, nor without the consent of the inhabit- 
tantsand compensation to the owners." 
And in regard to the territories! 
" That in all the territory now held or here- 
after to be acquired north of latitude 30° 30' 
slavery or involuntary servitude, except as a 
punishment for crime, .-hall be prohibited 
while in all territory now held or hereafter to 
he acquired* south of said line of latitude, 
slavery of the African race shall he recog- 
nized and protected; in both cases, the pro- 
hibition on one side of the line, and the pro- 
tection on the other, covering the period of 
territorial existence. " 

These provisions, the resolutions propose, 
shall be made a part of the Constitution, and 
together with the features now in the Consti- 
tution, relative to the representation of three- 
fifths of the .-laves, and the return of fugitive 
slaves, shall not be subject to future alteration. 
As subsequently modified, they contain, among 
other things, a very proper declaration that 
citizenship and sufl'rage .-hall not be conferred 
on persons in whole or in part of African de- 
scent. 

A glance at these resolutions will show the 
immense concession they offer for security and 
peace. Leaving out of view for a moment the 
Territorial question, the other proposed 
amendments are but declaratory of the present 
Constitution. Congress has no power now 
to abolish slavery in the places within its juris- 
diction in the Southern States, nor to proven! 
the transportation of slaves from one slnve- 
hoUKng Stale Or Territory to another. Nor 
are persons of African descent citizens of the. 
United States ; and the basis of Federal rep 
resentation and the return of fugitive slave' 
are stipulated for in express terms in the 
pre.-ent Instrument. If it bo said Congress 
may constitutionally abolish slavery in this 
District, I will not pau«e. to argue the ques- 
tion, but only enter a protest against the as- 
sumption. 

If agreed to, they should be unamcndable 
parts of the Constitution, since the North 
would 6oon have a sufficient number of States 
to change the instrument in the manner pre- 
scribed by itself. 

It must be confessed that it offers hut a faint 
hope of security and good faith when powers 
not granted to Congress by the Constitution 
must again be expressly denied, and the pro- 
visions made unalterable, to guard against ap- 
prehensions of a sectional and growing ma- 
jority. 

Upon these points, then, as I suppose, there 
is concession neither upon the one side nor 
the other. The free States are only asked to 
agree that they will never use their growing 
power to deprive the South of existing rights, 
which arc essential to its safety. 

1 come, now. to the vast concession to the 
North. The Southern States assert, with 
great unanimity, the right of all the citizens 
of all the States to enter the common Terri- 
tories with their property, of whatever kind, 
including slaves, and to have it protected by 
the common Government. This right is sus- 
tained by a highly respectable class of opinion 
in the Northern States, and has been affirmed 
byAhe highest judicial tribunal known to the 
Constitution. It does not fall within the 
scope of this letter to reargue the question. 
I treat it as a settled right, upon which the 
argument has been exhausted. 

Mr. Crittenden's Territorial amendment 
offers, so far as the Southern States and their 
slave property are concerned, to yield this 
right in three fourths of the existing territory 
to save it in the remaining fourth. The citi- 
zens of the Northern States and their prop- 
erty are to be protected in all the territory: 
the citizens of the Southern States with their 
property in one fourth of it. Prohibition of 
slave property north of J6« o(V ; recognition 
and protection of it south of that line — and 
the rule to apply to all territory hereafter ac- 
quired — this is the principle of the proposed 
amendment. And the last named feature is 
vital. If the Territorial question can be set- 
tled at all it should be settled for all time, and 
locked up in the Constitution. Otherwise 
there can be no hope of exemption from in- 
cessant anti-slavery agitation, and the/ coun- 
try would soon be thrown again into the 
midst of political and financial convulsions. 
The Southern States can not afford to he shut 
off from all possibility of expansion toward 
the tropics by the hostile action of the Feder- 
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employed to prohibit it north of the line, or 
by veiling its provisions in ambiguous phrases, 
could only result in new agitations and con- 
vulsions. I believe that Kentucky wants a 
thorough settlement or none, and one that 
any plain ami honest mind can understand. 

• I nave" not referred to the personal-liberty 
bills of the Northern States, because they are 
the subjects of State action; nor to various 
propositions concerning the Fugitive-slave 
Law, because they relate only to legislative ac- 
tion; nor to the qestion concerning the right 
of sojourn and transit with slave property! 
nor to several schemes of constitutional amend- 
ment which demand more for the South than 
the plan of Mr. Crittenden. I have said that, 
in i : i y opinion, no thorough and satisfactory 
amendments will he proposed to the States by 
Congre-s; and I have taken the plan which 
concedes most to the Northern States, and 
which presents the least that I suppose any 
portion of the South would. And now, sir, 
I tell you that the Republicans in Congress, 
and I fear in the country, never will adopt it. 
They will not recognize in any form. direct- 
ly or indirectly, property in slaves. They w ill 
outlaw from the protection of the common 
Government property to the value of four 
thousand millions of dollars, and which is in- 
terwoven with the very structure of society 
in nearly half the States of the Union. They 
intend that the South shall never have any 
portion in the territory of the Union. Their 
fixed policy is to wield the Federal Govern- 
ment for anti-slavery purposes, and to crush 
all opposition by arms. I am not mistaken 
as to the purposes of the resolute and control- 
ling spirits of that organization at this capital. 

At an early day in the session, a number of 
gentlemen, fearing that no suitable guarantees 
could be proposed by Congress, begun to look 
to the States and the people. The Republi- 
cans having control of the Northern States, 
our friends there were, of course, unable to 
move. An earnest effort was made here to 
secure a convention of all the Southern States. 
The! plan could not command the requisite 
support, and was lost in the rapid progress of 
events. Next, a more hopeful movement was 
set on foot, looking to an immediate confer- 
ence of the border slavcholding States, (em- 
bracing Ten lies- ee and North Carolina,) with 
tie- view to unite their counsels and avert the 
danger of civil war. But here, also, the 
obstacles proved insurmountable, and the time 
for such action has passed. Each of these 
States, therefore, must decide for itself the 
attitude it will occupy in this emergency. 

The immediate question now presented is, 
peace or war. Whether the right of a State 
or States to dissolve, connection with the 
Federal system be a reserved right, or one 
growing out of the Constitution, or the right 
of revolution, the great fact lies before us, 
that the act has been done; and we are not pcr- 
milted to doubt that in a few weeks seven or 
eight Stale-, containing a larger population 
than the thirteen Colonies at the epoch of the 
Revolution, will have withdrawn from the 
Union and declared their independence. — 
Under whatever name disguised, a collision of 
arms with them will be war. 

The dominant party here, rejecting every 
thing, proposing nothing, are pursuing a pol- 
icy which, under the name of "inforcing the 
laws ' and '-punishing traitors, " threatens to 
plunge the country into all the calamities of 
civfl war. 

The Federal Union can not be preserved by 
arms. The uttcmpt would unite the Sou the ni 
States in resistance, whilointhc North a great 
multitude of true and loval men never would 
con-eut to shed the blood of our people in the 
name arid under the authority of a violated 
compact. A serious collision upon exi-ting 
is-u, s would de-troy whatever hope may yet 
remain of preserving or restoring the Union. 
An attempt to hold it together by the bayonet 
would exceed any*thing yet recorded in the 
nnals of human madness and folly. It would 
ring on a war of unexampled ferocity, in 
Inch every vital principle of the Onion 
rould disappear forever. If the South should 
succeed in maintaining her independence, the 
feuds and animosities engendered by the con- 
test between the sections would be transmit; 
ted to succeeding generations, while, if she 
should be subjugated, the Government would 
become inform and in fact consolidated, and 
would soon reach the usual historical termin- 
ation in a military despotism. But her sub- 
jugation is impossible without extermination — 
and that is impossible. 

And yet the danger of civil war is imminent, 
unless it shall be arrested by prompt and en- 
ergetic action. If, before the passionsof men 
become aroused, and a series of untoward 
events drift into strife, Kentucky and the 
other border States shall calmly and firmly 
present a united front against it. I believe 
it may be arrested. Fifteen States arc potent 
to prevent war. This, too, would strengthen 
all the true men in the Northern States who 
n si-t the atrocious policy. Upon this ques- 
tion let us annihilate party. The force party 
believe that Kentucky and other Southern 
State s are seriously divided on this subject. 
Unless this can be quickly shown to be a de- 
lusion, it may become the parent of a brood of 
woes. 



XXXVITH CONGRESS— SECOND SESSION. 

Washington. Jan. 11. — Senate. — Mr. 
Bigler presented the memorials of citizens of 
Lancaster county, Pa., for the restoration of 
peace and the preservation of the Union, and 
in favor of the proposition of the Senator from 
Kentucky. Also three memorials of similar 
import from Philadelphia, w hich were tabled 
for the present. 

Mr. Cameron presented eight memorials 
from the citizens of Pennsylvania, favoring 
the passage of Mr. (.'ritttenden's resolutions; 
which were all tabled for the present. 

Mr. Davis, from the Committee on mili- 
tary Affairs, reported a bill inquiring the ex- 
penses for the military establishments and 
forts. 

Mr. Crittenden's resolutions were taken up. 
Mr. Trumbull proposed an amendment ap-

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Tho wisdom of the Legislature will, doubt- 
less, provide whatever is needful ; yet at a 
time like this, it becomes the duty, as" it is the 
right, of every man to express his opinions, 
and as one citizen of the Commonwealth, I 
give my voice for a State Convention. It is 
only by the direct action of the several States 
in their sovereign capacity, that any thing 
effectual can now be done ; and, for" one, I 
desire that Kentucky may have an opportu- 
nity to determine, in the most solemn man- 
ner, her judgment of her rights, and her at- 
titude in the present condition of affairs. She 
has not been an inactive nor inglorious mem- 
ber of the Confederacy ; she is in the pres- 
ence of great and startling events, and it is not 
her nature to sit in listless apathy, borne along 
by rapid currents, without the power to direct 
her course. Lot her have the opportunity, 
through her chosen representative*, of decid- 
ing upon the prospect of reuniting ail the 
States in a constitutional Union; or, if that 
shall be. impossible, let her be in a position to 
determine her own destiny. 

This letter has grown longer than I intend- 
ed, although I have adhered pretty close)* to 
my original purpose, rather to present facts, 
and my impressions of them, from this stand- 
point, thanto i nter upon elaborate discussion. 
1 need not say to you, my dear sir, that 1 
have uttered nothing in an obtrusive spirit, 
but rather reluctantly and sorrowfully. My 
suggestions in regard to the action of Ken- 
tucky are offered in a spirit of loyalty to the 
Slate I love and will ever obey. They are 
clearly right, or very wrong. If right, the 
pleasure will be mine to have said a timely 
word; if wrong, I will know how to bear 
without a murmur all the consequences of an 
honest but terrible mistake.

proving the conduct of Major Anderson 
the Administration and the determination of 
the President to support him, and declaring 
that we will support the President in all 
constitutional measures for the enforeoja^it j 
of all law s for the preservation of the^PKi. , 

Mr. Hunter said that before the end of the 
month, six or seven States w ill have seceded; 
the old Union cannot now lie saved; we can- 
not restore the dead. We will construct a new 
government, a new Union, which we propose , 
making permanent. Since 1820 warfare • 
against the social system of the South has 
been carried on, and a President is now com- 
ing into power who has declared that all States 1 
must be free or all slave. The South has all 
the elements of Empire. He said the only 
thing to preserve the peace was the adoption 
of these amendments to the Constitution. | 
1st. Congress has no power to abolish slavery 
in any of the States, the District of Colum- , 
bla, Dock Yards, Fort-, and Arsenals of the 
Government. 2d. Congress shall do nothing 
to obstruct the inter-State slave trade. .3d. • 
That it is tin- duty of each State to suppress 
armed invasion of another State. 4th. That 
any State -hall be admitted into the Union 
with or without slavery, according to the . 
votes oflhe people, ,1th. All States shall re- 
store fugitive slaves or pay their value to the 
owners. 0th. All fugitives are to be deemed 
those offending the laws within the juri«dic- 1 
tion of the State and their escape therefrom. 
7th. Congress shall declare the right of the 
Government to recognize and protect private ! 
property wherever the Government shall have 
jurisdiction. Such laws must be passed by 
majorities of the Senators of both tho non- 
sluveholding and slavcholding States; also 
that the Supreme Court shall be readjusted, 
and shall consist of five Judges from each ! 
section. 

Mr. Hunter then argued against coercion, I 
predicating his remarks on his assertion that | 
the Union was now mm-existing, and held 
that coercion was neither right nor possible, 
as well as destructive of all chances of a re- 
conciliation or the reconstruction of a new 
Union. He said England and other foreign 
powers would not consent to a blockade of 
the cotton ports, and argued in favor of re- 
turning thi' forts in Charleston harbor to 
Carolina. Byooercion. the North would only 
hasten a civil war which they wish to prevent 
He depicted the horrors of such a strife, which 
would meet the detestation of mankind, nnd 
there will be such a resistance to coercive 
measures as was never known in the world. 
He asked that the people should have time 
for conciliation, and concluded with an earnest 
appeal to Congress to see if the scattered 
remnants of tin I'ni n could not be brought 
once more together. Let us sec if we cannot 
find some common ground where all can meet 
once more, and then, when the column came 
from the North and South, let them meet 
each other in peace, and from the rising to 
the setting sun take part in a grand review 
which will shake the heavens with such glad- 
ness a- -hall stop the very birds in theirflight, 
and it will be proclaimed at last that we are 
brothers in war. brothers in peace, and ready 
to take our places in the grand march of hu- 
man progress. 

Mr. Baker asked if a majority of this , 
branch and the other branch of Congress — a i 
constitutional majority — shall pass amend- 
ments to the Constitution, to be submitted to 
the approbation id' the people, in the event 
of their being such as to meet the views of 
the gentlemen of tho other side, will they in 
Virginia maintain the Constitution and Gov- 
ernment as it is, and the laws as they are 
now, until tho people of the United States 
decide ? 

Mr. Hunter — That is a question I cannot 
answer. 1 am not authorized to answer for 
Virginia. 

Mr. Baker — This is not the question. 
Mr. Hunter — If the gentleman is not satis- 
fied, I cannot satisfy him. 

Mr. Harlan then took the floor and spoke 
at length on the fugitive Slave Law. Ho op- 
posed the argument of the South to control 
and govern the North. The real grievance 
of the Southern people is explained by admit- 
ting tho Republican victory on the 6th of 
Novemberlast. They dislike to resign the 
reins of government to their opponents. 

A message was here received from the Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Harlan concluded by saying that the 
liberty of speech, the press, and of conscience 
were all at stake. 

Mr. Wilson moved to go into Executive 
session. Carried. Afterwards ndjourned. 

House — John Cochrane presented the memo- 
rial of the New York Chamber of Commerce 
for mail facilities through subsidies to steam 
lines between San Francisco and Shanghai, 
&c. Referred to the Committee of Com- 
merce. 

Mr. Lovojoy asked leave to offer a resolu- 
tion, that as the judgment oflhe House in the 
pre-ent state oi tie- country it would lie wise 
arid patriotic for the Pretddent to confer the 
honor of Commander-in-Chief of the army 
and navy on Lieut. General Scott, and charge 
him to see that the Republic receive no danger. 

Mr. Jones and others objected. 

Mr. Curtis suggested that the President 
could delegate no -uch power. 

The Speaker said the resolution was not re- 
ceived, but road for information; besides, ob- 
jection was made. 

Mr. Branch hoped that the resolution would 
be voted on by yeas nnd nays. 

There were no further proceedings on the 
subject. 

Mr. Hickman asked and was excused from 
serving on the select Committee to which 
was referred the Presidents message. He 
said he had a great many reasons for the re- 
quest, but it was not necessary to repeat 
them. 

Private bills wero then considered. 

The civil and miscellaneous appropriation 
bill was taken up and passed. The navy bill 
was taken up and read. House then adjourn- 
ed.

Mr. HITT liaving obtained leave to offer 
an explanation of his vote on the rc-olulion 
said : 

Mr. Speaker: During the last session of 
the Legislature I offered S joint resolution in 
this House directing the Sergeant-at-Anne to 
display the National Hag from the dome of 
the Capitol during the daily -e— ion of the 
Legislature. Thai resolution w as voted down 
by a large majority. It seems to me, sir, if 
it was wrong to raise that flag then, it 
must be wrong to raise it now. For more 
than thirty year- it v. a- thought unnecessary 
to display its folds from this building. What 
has rendered it so necessary now. Ordinar- 
ily I would not object to the flag of my coun- 
try floating from every house top throughout 
the country, and if it be now proposed to raise 
it here for the purpose indicated in my reso- 
lution of last winter. 1 would give my band 
and my heart to the measure. But sir, if it be 
proposed to do so now for political purposes, 
to place Kentucky in a false position before 
the North or South, to give aid and comfort 
to those who subscribe in any way to the base 
doctrine of submission, or coercion, or to 
strengthen the back- bf those whom 1 believe 
to be the enemies of the Government, I de- 
nounce the proposition and withhold my sup- 
port from it. Believing; as I do. that the lat- 
ter construction- will be placed on it in the 
North, unexplained as it is by its friends, least 
my vote against the resolution.
